San Antonio, Tex., March I L—The 
massing of 20,000 troops within strik­ 
ing distance of the Mexican border 
had no ulterior significance whatever, 
said Major General VY. ii. Carter, who 
is in supreme command of the divi­ 
sional army now mobilizing in Texas.

the battleships which had been as­ 
signed by I he United States govern­ 
ment to various points of the Pacific 
and gulf coasts of Mexico had been 
ordered to call at Mexican ports only 
for coal, and to withdraw promptly.
